In simplified terms, Approaching Deafness 
touches on the processes parents may go 
through in dealing with their child’s deaf- 
ness, some aspects of total communication, 
and includes a sign language section de- 
voted entirely to the world of a young 
child.

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Booker Coffee Retires

A reception was held on the afternoon 
of October 29 at the California School for 
the Deaf to honor Booker T. Coffee who 
retired October 30 after serving as grounds- 
man and Supervising Groundsman for the 
past twenty-one years at CSDR. 

Booker T. Coffee was born in Frankfurt, 
Kansas, of a large family consisting of 
five brothers and two sisters. He attended 
Kansas schools. He received varsity letters 
in football and basketball and served as 
catcher on the baseball team at Frankfurt 
High .School, from which he graduated in 
1930. In Kansas the Coffees raised wheat, 
oats and other grain crops on their farm. 

In 1938, as a young man, Booker struck 
out on his own and moved from Kansas 
to South Dakota. He entered the U..S. Army 
in 1942, where he served as a Signal Corps 
Technical Sergeant for three and one half 
years. 

After the war, Mr. Coffee returned to 
South Dakota where he worked on govern- 
ment dam construction projects. In 1947 
a wartime romance evolved and he married 
Eunice Callender, whom he had met in 
California during his military service, and 


they took up residence in .South Dakota. 
In 1 a short time, due to her parents failing 
health, the Coffees moved from South 
Dakota to California. Booker worked .in 
Bullock’s store in Pasadena during the day, 
and at night he worked for the City of 
Pasadena, watering the municipal golf 
course. 

The open country was still in his 
blood, so they purchased a small “Califor- 
nia acre ranch” and moved to San Bernar- 
dino County. One of his neighbors, Mr. 
Blanchette, the janitor foreman at the 
newly constructed School for the Deaf in 
Riverside, informed Mr. Coffee of an open- 
ing at that school for a groundsman. On 
March 3, 1953 he was hired as groundsman, 
but since there were no planted areas 
available, Mr. Coffee served as watchman 
and jack-of-all trades, performing “other 
duties as required.” He then passed the 
examinnation for flower gardener, and was 
appointed to that position at the school. 
Later he passed the examination for Super- 
vising Groundsman, and was appointed to 
that position. 

Booker Coffee has been very active in 
community affairs. Although the Coffees 
have no children of their own, Booker has 
taken an active part in the operation of 
schools. He served as a member of the 
Board of School Trustees for the Mill 
School District in San Bernardino from 
1953-56 and was a charter member of the 
Civic League. Other civic activities include 
membership of the City Beautiful Planning 
Committee in Riverside; chairman of the 
Vandalism Committee, and chairman of the 
School Bond Override. The Riverside Urban 
League had its inception in Mr. Coffee’s 
home, and Booker served as labor chair- 
man in this organization. Mrs. Coffee also 
played a very active and important role in 
getting the Urban League under way. Par- 
ticipating in his church activities, Booker 
was vice-president and president of Meth- 
odist Men. In recognition of his outstanding 
contributions to the San Bernardino 
schools, Mr. Coffee was awarded a life 
membership in the P.T.A. 

At the California School for the Deaf, 
Mr. Coffee served as Membership Chairman 
of Chapter 117 of the CSEA. Because of his 
outstanding work for the charter, he was 
presented with a “Certificate of Appreci- 
ation” in September 1974.
